famous as his greatsst effort with the 
pen. 


I! the book had been named "The 


Unspoken Speeches of the Most Cor- 
rupt Political Boss that Ever Dis- 
graced the State" it would be more ap- 
propriate and fully as suggestive, nor 
would it have been necessary to give 
the author's name, for any one famil- 
iar with Pennsylvania politics would 
have recognized him instantly without 
further 
description. 
"A Work on 


Graft by the Prince of Grafters" would 
also be a good title and insure a large 
sale for the book among the worship- 
ers of the last Buffalo bull and the 
dying oak. 


The preface of this great work, we 


are informed by the circular, was 
written by Judge Pennypacker and 
the language of the circular so much 
resembles the phraseology of Penny- 
packer's fulsome eulogy of Quay that 
one is led at once to the conclusion that 
Daniel and Samuel are closely re- 
lated. Pannepacker and Pennypacker 
differ as little in sound as Quay's 
lackeys differ in practice, for they 
must all either obey him or fight him 
as Curtin did, as Hoyt did, as Hastings 
did and as Stone, Elkin and others 
have done.

The High Water Mark. 


On July 1 there were 999,446 pension- 


ers on the rolls. 
That was the high 


water mark in pensions. This number 
was reached by a gradual growth, and 
the best-informed men about the pen- 
sion office believe that it will not be 
exceeded. 
This is for the reason that 


the death rate among pensioners is 
very great, the deaths being estimated 
for the next year at about 40,000. The 
last congress passed 1,100 special pen- 
sion bills and two acts which, within 
twelve months, it is believed, will add 
10,000 pensioners to the rolls. 
One of 


tbese acts is to pension the survivors 
of the Indian wars and the other is to 
pension those veterans who served in 
the Confederate service prior to their 
entrance in the Union army. Congress 
has increased the net number of pen- 
sioners from 991,519 in 1899, to 999,446 
at the end of the last fiscal year, al- 
though this period was one in which 
the death rate among aged pensioners 
was very large. The increase between 
these two dates was very gradual. 
From 991,519 in 1809 the number in- 
creased to 993,529 il 1900, to 997,735 in 
1901, and to the number before men- 
tioned in 1903.

COUNTY~CONVENTION. 


By direction cf the Democratic coun- 


ty committee, a Democratic county 
convention is hereby called to meet in 
the court house in Bedford on Tues- 
day, the 12th day of August, at one 
o'clock p. m., to place in nomination a 
county ticket and for such other pur 
poses as may be properly before the 
convention, under rules of the party.

Saturday, the 9th day of August, ex- 
cept in South Woodbury township, 
which will be held on Friday, the Slh, 
said elections to be open from two tc 
six p. m. It is the duty of the member 
of the county committee residing in 
each election district to appoint three 
Democrats, to be sworn or affirmed ac- 
cording to law, to hold the election in 
his district and to see that the election 
is properly conducted. 
The election 


officers can swear themselves as elec- 
tion boards are usually sworn. 


Democrats are asked to give carefu! 


attention to the selection of an active, 
energetic and influential Democrat in 
each election district to serve for onf 
year as a member of the Democratic 
county committee. 


At the regular meeting of the Demo- 


cratic county committee held on March 
8, 190S, the following proposed amend- 
ments to the rules of the party were 
recommended, to wit : — 


That it shall be the duty of the Demo- 
cratic county convention to select judicial, 
congressional and senatorial conferrees.ancl 
such conferrees are required to support 
such candidates as the =aid convention shall 
instruct for so long as there is a reasonable 
chance to nominate them, and beyond such 
instructions, the conferrees shall vote in 
such manner and for such candidates as 
will best advance tht interests of the Demo- 
cratic party and promote its success. 
That the chairman of the Democratic 


county committee shall annually name the 
time for holding Democratic primary or 
nomination elections for spring elections 
and shall issue notice of such time and a 
call on the member ot the Democratic 
county committee residing in each election 
district to give notice and to bold such pri- 
mary elections under the rules of the Dem- 
ocratic party.

these proposed amendments will be

YOIVK, August 5—When the 


spirit went out of the temple of clay it 
departed from all that was mor- 
tal of one of the richest, men cf the 
twentieth century and the trial bal- 
ance sheet was struck by the recording 
angel for John W. Maekay. Time had 
ended and eternity had begun. Do we 
realize that there is no such thing as 
ehanee in any mortal life? 
From the 


youngest and oldest, from the greatest 
and least, all are governed by an un- 
changeable law and by an eternity 
which never ends. John W. Maekay 
was a miner and up to middle age there 
was nothing phenomenal in hie life; 
his associations were those of the min- 
ers about him; he was not what tbe 
world would call an educated man, and 
yet, in whatever station in life we find 
him, it was as though some guardian 
angel had been a lamp to his feet, guid- 
ing him upward and onward to a high- 
er and nobler destiny and riches be- 
vond the dreamsof avarice. Isaw him 
in a miner's cabin, surrounded by all 
the rude implements of a miner's life. 
I knew him before the wondrous strike 
0 i the Comstoek lode had marked him 
as one of the richest men known to 
history since time began. I shared the 
hospitality of his palace in one of the 
gayest and richest cities of the world. 
Yet there, where education and wealth 
were the indorsements to rank and con- 
sideration, he lost no eaete, but stood 
the equal of the best men of his time. 


The remarkable thing about John

Distance Traveled In I'lowlug an Acre. 
The subjoined computation as to the 


distance traveled and time required 
in plowing an acre of ground will in- 
terest the man who has turned tho sod. 
The distance, of course, varies accord- 
ing to the width of the furrow. An 
eight-inch furrow will require 12)f 
miles to plow an acre; a nine-inch fur 
row, 11 miles; ten inch furrow, 8 9 10 
miles; an eleven inch furrow, 9 miles, 
and twelve-inch furrow, 
8% miles. 


The time required for plowing an acre, 
going at the rate of one and one-half 
miles an hour and cutting a nine-inch
